In the slide at around 2:20 in this video, the ampersand is used in the wrong place in the parameter 
declarations. 
The correct usage should be: 


ReturnType operatorOp(const Type &lhs, const Type &rhs); 


and not, 


ReturnType operatorOp(const &Type lhs, const &Type rhs); 


The same is also true for all the examples on this slide.
